Accomplishment In Kansas 

Little by little, the offensive against air and water 
pollution is gaining headway. The greatest progress is 
taking place where it counts most — in the laboratory 
and in the dollars and cents investments of industry. 
Progress is limited to no single area. Not long ago, th 
head of an electric company in Kansas announced the in¬ 
stallation of the largest and most advanced air pollution, 
control system of its kind by any utility in the nation. It 
will eliminate 99 per cent of particulate emission and 83 
per cent of sulfur from flue gases. 

The system will cost about $3 million and will be in¬ 
stalled in a new 430,000 kilowatt plant which the company 
now has under construction. It will also be installed on 
an existing 125,000 kilowatt plant at the same location. 
The utility official said, “This is a big step In showing 
the way to preserving the clean air we have in most all 
of the state of Kansas.” 

The plant is coal and gas fired, and it was said that 
the removal of 83 per cent of sulfur dioxide is the equiva¬ 
lent of burning fuel with a sulfur content of only one- 
half of one per cent. This “not only meets, but surpasses 
all existing air quality regulations that we know about,” 
said another company official. Control of water and air 
pollution will take time and billions of dollars, but the 
forces of its accomplishment are beginning to roll.

was asked if his mother’s 
place of residence was Mon¬ 
tana.

It was not until after Col. 
King had finished his testi¬ 
mony and had left the 
stand that Mrs. Rule in¬ 
formed Mr. Kennedy, who in 
turn advised the Court, that 
Col. King’s mother had 
passed away T h ,u r s d a y 
evening. 

'The Court reconve n e d 
Monday, April 15 and Mr. 
Kennedy called the follow¬ 
ing witnesses; 

Miss Susan Clayson, sec¬ 
retary to Mr. Darwin Dennis, 
who testified that she post¬ 
ed the notice of the meet¬ 
ing. Mr. Darwin Dennis, 
former City Administrator, 
who testiifed regarding the 
.notice, certification thereof 
and of conversations with 
Mr. Martin, City Attorney, 
aftd Mrs. Maddox. 

Mr. Herron Raywinkle and 
Mrs. Madeline Anderso,n, 
who testified that they saw 
the notice posted. City At¬ 
torney Charles Martin, who 
testified regarding his tele¬ 
phone calls with City Clerk 
Warfel and Darwin Dennis. 

Blaine H. McGilliouddy, 
Plaintiff, who testified that 
he was paying for the law¬ 
suit himself. Under ques¬ 
tioning by Mr. Kennedy, Mr. 
McGilliouddy said he had 
paid out $48..50 — $10 filing 
fee and $38.50 bond. 

Since the incidental costs 
were obviously many times 
this amount, Mr. Kennedy 
asked who paid for such 
things as the depositions 
and the costs of subpoena 
services, etc. and Mr. McGll- 
licuddy stated he presumed 
that these were advanced 
by his attorney. 

’The attorney for the 
Plaintiff, to avoid being 
called to the stand himself, 
then stipulated that he had 
advanced all costs, but had 
not yet billed Mr. McGilll- 
cuddy. 

(Editor Note: Mr. Rule in¬ 
formed the Sierra Madre 
News that his attorney, Mr. 
Kennedy, had advised him 
that he could not ethically 
or legally advance any 
money whatsoever, for de¬ 
positions, subpoena services, 
etc. and that he, Mr. Rule 
had therefore advanced all 
costs.) 

Earlier in the day, Mr. 
Kennedy had Informed the 
Court that Mr. Sorensen had 
suffered a heart attack, was 
In the Queen of Angels Hos¬ 
pital and would not be able 
to testify, and he, Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy, therefore would like 
permission to read Mr. Sor¬ 
ensen’s deposition, taken 
Feb. 26, 1947, by the Plain¬ 
tiffs attorney. 

Permission to do so, was 
held lup by the Plaintiff’s 
objection that he had no 
proof of Mr. Sorensen’s ill¬ 
ness and would ,not consent 
to the reading until a let¬ 
ter was received from Mr. 
Sorensen’s doctor. 

’Phis letter was given to 
the court following the noon 
recess and Mr. Kennedy be¬ 
gan reading Mr. Sorensen’s 
deposition. ’The testimo.ny 
bore out In a large measure 
that Mr. King had, or had 
Intended to adjourn the 
meeting to June 20. 

Court was resumed ’Tues¬ 
day, April 16 and Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy put Sgt. Robert Heas- 
ley on the stand to testify 
that he had seen the posted 
notice. 

’The reading of Mr, Soren¬ 
sen’s deposition was com¬ 
pleted and Mr. Kennedy 
called Frank Williams, who 
testified that he had heard 
I Mrs. Warfel say, In answer 


to a question, that she took i 
the June 13th tape from i 
City Hall at Mrs. Maddox’s 1 
instructions. 

Mr. Kennedy then called 
Jack V. Miller, who had 
been identified as the elec¬ 
tronics engineer to whom 
the June 13th tape was 
taken where sophisticated 
equipment would be used to 
bring out the conversation ' 
at the end of the meeting. 
During his testimony, Mr. 
Miller stated that he was 
not an electronics engineer 
and in fact had no formal 
training in electronics. He 
stated his degree was a 
Bachelor of Science in Mili¬ 
tary Science (His qualifica¬ 
tion sheet circulated at the 
Feb. 20 election states 
BSME, presumably Mechan¬ 
ical Engineering). 

Mr. Miller said that after 
the tape was removed from 
Cify Hall and taken to Mrs. 
Maddox’s, it was played back 
on the City’s tape recorder. 
(Mrs. Warfel had previously 
testified that the reason she 
took the tape to Mrs. Mad¬ 
dox’s house was that the 
City’s recorder was “out for 
repairs”) He further stated 
that at least four copies of 
the tape were made and at 
least three partial tapes 
were made of the end of the 
meeting. 

Earlier in the trial, the 
Plaintiff had the tape 
played on a machine 
brought in by someone in 
the audience. The tape was 
inconclusive, as no one 
could understand what was 
said, due to background 
noise. 

The attorney for the 
Plaintiff stated at least 
twice during the trial tha* 
the tape would “clearly 
show” that the meeting had 
been adjourned to the 26th. 
However, Mrs. Warfel had 
already testified that she 
called Mr. Martin for in¬ 
structions because the tape 
was inconclusive. 

Later on, the Plaintiff had 
a technician bring in an¬ 
other machine, which 
played the tape louder, hut 
still the Judge could not 
hear any conversation with 
any degree of accuracy. ’The 
technician, not under oath, 
volunteered that there 
would be no way to improve 
the tape, saying “you can’t 
get more out of a tape than 
you put in.” Mr. Kennedy 
asked him if this was called 
GIGO — garbage in, gar¬ 
bage out, and he replied 
yes. 

Mr. Miller was then per¬ 
mitted to bring in his ex¬ 
pensive, deluxe recorder 
and to play both the ori¬ 
ginal and a copy, neither of 
which were understandable, 
although Mr. Wagner, in the 
audience claimed he heard 
every word distinctly from 
20 feet away. The Judge 
then stated that “people 
hear what they want to hear 
and that he could not hear 
any of the conversation, and 
after trying to hear the tape 
with some headphones, he 
finally gave up. 

Mr. Miller was asked if 
he was biased with respect 
to members of the City 
Council and he said “I’m 
biased.” ’This was to con¬ 
firm prior witnesses’ testi¬ 
mony that the Council was 
hopelessly divided and very 
little harmony existed at 
that time or since that time 
up to the recall of Febru¬ 
ary 20. 

(Editor’s Note — During 
the campaign for recall of 
Maddox aud Wagner, prior 
to the election of February 
20, 1967, certain accusations 
were made about the tape 


of June 13th meeting, speci¬ 
fically that the tape had 
been removed and taken to 
an electronics expert. Mrs. 
Maddox categorically de¬ 
nied this at City (Council 
meetings and in the October 
13, 1967 issue of the now de¬ 
funct "Clarion” Mrs. Mad¬ 
dox states that the tape 
was never removed from 
City Hall. Testimony, under 
oath, proved otherwise.) 

The attorney for the 
Plaintiff then called two 
witnesses in rebuttal an,d 
Mr. Kennedy called Ralph 
R. Rule to testify to certain 
procediural matters in City 
Council meetings. 

All testimony in the trial 
was completed by 2:45 p.m. 
and arguments by the at¬ 
torneys took up about 30 
minutes. ’The attorney for 
the Plaintiff argued that Mr. 
King and Mrs. Maddox were 
whispering at the Council 
table and since no one 
could hear them, they had 
held a private meeting in a 
public room. He also 
brought up the subject of 
the City Clerk, who has no 
office in City Hall. 

Mr. Kennedy in siumma- 
tion again referred to a 
meeting being a meeting 
and that if a meeting is 
held there is no way an 
agenda can be limited to 
specific items if the Coun¬ 
cil chooses to pass on to 
other matters. 

Mr. Kennedy stated he 
felt Mr. Wagner and Mrs. 
Maddox had promised Mrs. 
Warfel some sort of a deal 
Involving Mrs. Warfel being 
given a full time job at full 

pay- 

After both attorneys had 
argued their case. Judge 
Bennett spent several min¬ 
utes outlining his basis for 
making his decision. He 
stated Mrs. Maddox may 
have been lulled into a 
false sense of security by 
Mr. King and that she may 
have had some agreement 
with Mr. King, but there is 
no legal remedy for enforce¬ 
ment of anyone’s failure to 
keep his word. He felt only 
the voters could do this. 

Judge Bennett said he be¬ 
lieved the resignation of Mr. 
Parks and the appointment 
of a siuccessor was an un¬ 
expected turn of events and 
that the Council had every 
right to appoint whomever 
they pleased as long as they 
were a duly constituted body 
(quorum present). 

His final statement was, 
‘T find the meeting of the 
City Council of Sierra Madre 
on June 20, 1967, to be a 
legal meeting, and I further 
find Mr. Rule’s appointment 
to be a legal appointment. 

(Editor’s Note: We have 
felt that Mr. Rule’s appoint¬ 
ment was legal all along 
and have stated so many 
times. It is unfortunate 
that the city and its citizens 
have had to go through 
such a trial and at such ex¬ 
pense. 'The city will be a 
long time recovering from 
the effects of the past two 
years, but recover we will; 
but we may never know 
who the people were who 
were behind the scenes in 
this lawsuit.)
